Explaining an Anomaly 
To the Editor of THe JewrsH CHRONICLE 

Sir —-Religious customs are 
generally considered as primitive and 


childitke ideas,

A GLEAM OF LIGHT 


IT is possible that, after all, the curious and 
lengthy memorandum on their countries’ 
relations with Israel presented in London by 
the Ambassadors of eight Arab States last 
Friday to the Minister of State..Mr. SELWYN 
Lioyb, will bear good fruit, if only mdirectly, 
The memorandum, while 
establish the wickedness and obstinacy of 
Israel, which (the Arabs claim) can only be 
countered by the grant of . immediate 
economic and military aid to themselves— 
for obvious use—by that very claim crystal- 


lises the constant threat they hold out towards: 


Israel, and thus to peace in the area.” Mr. 
LLoyp’s response to the Arabs, issued by the 
Foreign Office’on Tuesday, after the Arabs 
had again seen him, is certainly cautious but 
is not without body. Besides reiterating the 
general facts of the Middle Eastern situation, 
well known to everyone, it at long last makes 
an open offer of some sort of mediation 
between the disputing parties. We have time 


and again suggested that in this quarrel the 


initiative for its settlement must come from 
one or more of the. Western Powers, whose 
imterest it is, just. as much as that of the 
countries in the area, to see that peace reigns 
there. The Arab approach to Britain, 
although the reply is probably not-on Imes 
that. will satisfy them, has become a good 
starting pomt. 


rhe reaction im Israel; from the. official 


point of view, ts one of qualified welcome for 
the British offer of its good offices in bringing 


the parties together for direct negotiations. 


Israel has long declared that, in tts view, the 
only way to settle the differences ts by the 


_method of direct negotiation, but that is just 


the method that the Arabs have up to now 
. The British reply, in 
effect, therefore, goes’ far to support the 


Israeli attitude on that aspect at least—and- 


it is the most important aspect. If the Arabs 


again refuse to take a pretty broad hint of’ 
this sort. then. there can be no doubt of their 


bad faith. 

It is not imphed, of course, that other con- 
siderations do not matter. A number of 
thorny factors still exist, and they are referred 
to. m the Foreign Office statement. As 


far as the Arab refugees are concerned, Israel 


has repeatedly stressed its willingness to offer 
compensation, and plainly this is a matter 


which must come. up for discussion in any 


peace négotiations (just as also,.for instance, 
such items as the Arab economic blockade 
and the interference with shipping bound for 
Israel in the Suez Canal: would be put on the 


agenda by Israel). The most difficult question 


for Israel, it seems, 1s the. perpetual border 
trouble, not. only because. of the ‘border 
trouble itsell, but because it also led to Israel's 
withdrawal, after the notorious Scorpion’s 
Pass murders, from the Jordan-Israel Mixed 
Armistice Commission” The result has been 
a most unfortunate one for Israel, for, what- 
ever the merits of any particular case might 
have been, the findings of the M.A.-C. in-con- 
with any incident concerning 


tion of Israel... A further prerequisite of 
negotiations, then, must be a return to the 
M.A.C., and, as much of Israel's. resentment 
has turned. upon the person of the Chairman 
of the M.A.C., Cmdr. ELMo Hu?TcuHisen, the 
news that he is returning to his duties with the 
United States Navy should pave the way for 
Israel's return forthwith to a position which it 
should never have left. 

The hardest question to resolve is that of 
retahatory raids by Israelis against Arab 
infiltration and border murders.

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THE MOCATTA 


LIBRARY 


By M. ABERBACH 


HE Mocatta Library and 

Museum, which was reopened 

on Wednesday, has existed 
for just on‘ half.a century. . It was 
established in 1905 as the result of 
a bequest to the Jewish Historical 
Society by its former President, 
Frederic David Mocatta, the cele- 
brated philanthropist and. biblio- 
phile, who had collected not only 
a considerable Jewish library, but 
also some Jewish artistic treasures 
which formed the nucleus of the 
museum. 

When discussion took place on the 
location of the new library (which was 
also to be the permanent home of the 
Jewish Historical Society) Rabbi Sir 
Hermann Gollancz, at that time Gold- 
smid Professor of Hebrew at University 
College, London, suggested ‘that the 
Library Museum. be 
established within. the precincts of 
University College as an annexe to 
the Hebrew and Semitics Department. 
This proposal was accepted by both 
the. university authorities and the 
Jewish . Historical Society, and on 
July 11,1906, the formal inauguration 
took place in the presence of many 
distinguished Jews and. non- -Jews, 


“including the then Chief Rabbi, Dr. 


Hermann Adler... 

The shidduch between University 
College and. the Jewish. Historical 
Society worked well and had much to 
recommend it, in view of the. spirit 
of liberalism and toleration which had 
always been characteristic . of 
Liniversity College, and also because 


many prominent Anglo-Jewish leaders. 


had been - closely associated -with it 
since its foundation in 1827. There 
were, nevertheless, some who criticised 
the establishment of an Anglo-Jewish 
library. ina district where few Jews 
resided... It was said that it ‘was not 
easily accessible to poor East End 
students... .Moreover, the ‘library's 
regulations . stipulated two-guinea 
deposit for the loan of.a book (of 
which sum only £2 was returnable !), 
while fines: of -one shilling. were 


imposed for even. one day's delay 


returning a borrowed volume. Such 
conditions must. have made effective 
use of the library -by poor students 
most di ficult.

time to time. But the chief acquisi- 
tions were supplied by prominent com- 
munal workers, who bequeathed their 
private collections to. the library.

lancz, and soon afterwards. the library . 


of. Israel Abrahams purchased 
from his: widow. Finally. Lucien Wolf 
bequeathed. his collection. of 
and manuscripts to the Jewish. Histori- 
cal Societv. which transferred. them 
to the Mocatta Library. 

The library's rapid. growth necessi- 
tated the acquisition of more com- 
modious premises, a fact with which 
the University-College authorities con- 
curred, and thanks. to -the devoted 
efforts of Mr.. Gustave Tuck. -who 
became President of. the Jewish. His- 
torical Society in 1929, a successful 
appeal was launched and a new endow- 
ment fund. of £3,500 was collected. 
On: December. .13,:.. f932,. the... new 
Mocatta Librarv:;and Museum (includ- 
ing the Gustave Tuck. Theatre): was 
consecrated. by the then Chief Rabbi, 
Dr... J. H. Hertz, who described the 
library as “the workshop of the 
student of Anglo-Jewish history.”

Nor can Israeli diplomacy claim 
any successes jn relations with Britain. 
Despite numerous visits. to Israel by 
British’ political -bkeaders and many 
warm verbal tributes which followed 
these visits, relations between.

General Zahedi... who. succéeded the 
deposed Dr. Moussadek as Premier, 
assured Jews that they would be given 
complete freedom and full rights. But 
fearing the revival of fanatical Mos- 
lem. propaganda by extremist groups, 
the. movement to Israel of Persian 
Jews, particularly of destitute persons, 
continued. 

Another Asian community 
with economic problems was that in 
Communist China. where tthe 
nationalisation. policies of the new 
régime resulted in increased hardships.

in their economic position. In Persia, 
General Zahedi, who ‘succeeded. the 
Moussadek -as Premier, 


complete freedom and full rights. But 
fearing the revival of tanatical Mos- 
lem propaganda by extremist groups, 
the movement to Israel of Persian 
Jews, particularly of destitute persons, 
continued. 

Another Asian. community _ beset 
with economic problems. was that in 
Communist China. where. the 
nationalisation policies of the new 
régime resulted in increased hardships. 
It should be recorded, however, that 
the Chinese authorities attempted. to 
alleviate the plight of the poverty- 
stricken community by freeing blocked 
accounts of Jews, waiving taxes, and 
reducing. taxation on communal pro- 
perty. Emigration, encouraged by 
the authorities, continued. and only 
800 Jews now remain in China. 


Emigration continued to be banned 


by the other Communist Governments, 
those of Eastern Europe. where the 
harassing of Jews (particulariv. of ex- 
Zionist leaders), interrupted for a short 
period after Stalin’s death and the 
exploding of the charges against the 
Moscow doctors. resumed.

Days arrives once more, we 
usually recollect their spirit 


and character in the various Jewish

the greatest centre of Chassidism for 
over century... Inthe few days 


of Chassidim prepare’ themselves. for 
the pilgr mage to. that holy centre. 
The little iowa would be occupied by 
Chassidim of all-ages and there were 
even ‘special trains for the arrivals, 
who .might: stay either* for the two 
days of Rosh Hashana or for the Ten 
Days of Penitence.

Communal Council and 
the Talmud Torah 


To the Editor of Tue JewitsH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Not only does Mr. Kremer’s 
letter, in your issue of: last week, give 
an incorrect’ picture, ‘but it is also 
logically inaccurate. 

His complaints are twofold. 
that because the Council of the Leeds 
Talmud Torah has hitherto been com- 
posed of “ prominent and leading Jews,” 
they are best fitted to deal with educa- 
tional problems. It has never been 
claimed that the business side of the 
Talmud Torah has been neglecied—lI 
agree that “ prominent and leading” 
business men may be able to deal effici- 
ently with this, 

For the educational side, however, 
more than mere prominence and leader- 
ship is needed, and the main concern of 
the. so-called “* dissentients has been to 
secure the -election of. persons. whose 
knowledge of Judaism and experience in 
education is first-class—even though they 
are not so prominent: in business affairs.

KASHER MEALS FOR WEMBLEY CHILDREN 


Expansion of School 
Service 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An urgent call to synagogues to 
support the Kosher School-Meals Ser- 
vice to enable it to carry on was made 


‘by the Chief Rabbi. when he attended 


a meeting of the Counci! of the. ser- 

vice, over which the Chairman, Mr. 
Gerstler, presided at Woburn 

House on Thursday of last week. 

It was announced. that a_ centre 
would be opened in Wembley. 

Mr. Gerstier presented the report of 
the Hon. Officers and Executive Com- 
miifec. 

[he gross proceeds to date from. the 
Chief Rabbi's Passover Appeal, he said. 
amounted to £720. The response to. this 
Passover: Appeal... had been” extremely 
disappointing, most of. the 
having been derived from a tew of. the 
North-West... London, 
Many. of the larger synagogues did not 
contribute at all. 


Butchers’ Attitude

It was pleasing to record, said Mr. 
Gerstler, that at a time wher the number 
of children pariaking -of meals in_ the 
Siaie schools was falling off because of 
the increased costs to the parents,. the 
number being catered. for by the Kosher 
School-Meals Service. had not fallen, 

Mr. H. A. Gaventa urged that the 
time had come for a more _ realistic 
approach to the. whole question of the 


Kosher School-Meals Service and that 
those organisations. interested in the 


whole question of kashrut should com- 
bine together. He suggested that a 
meeting for this. purpose should be 
convened by the Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. Gerstler pointed: oul that about 
two years ago the Chief Rabbi called such 
a conference of all the interested bodies 
with a view to their contributing to the 
upkeep of this most essential Service. 
They had hoped as a result of that con- 
ference to obtain something like £10,000, 
which was the minimum which the Service 
required annually. But’ they. did not 
succeed in getting promises of more than 
£2.000. Therefore, they were reluctantly 
left with no alternative. but to rely on 
the result. of a successful gathering. 

Mr, A. |. Bard said the butchers were 
doing exceedingly well and he thought 
that they ought to contribute. 


The Chief Rabbi ‘said he had no doubt. 


whatever that: at the proposed meeting 
the butchering trade would see how 
important it was to contribute. 

Mr. Gersiler said most of the caterers 
were playing their part. 


Starting Next Month — 
The Chairman told the meeting that, 


despite their. financial. difficulties, they 
were expanding. their service and that, 
afier lengthy negotiations. with the 
Wembley Divisional. Executive -and the - 


Minister of Education. it was hoped that 


arrangements would be made to start 
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from Monday, October 25. a kasher 
school meals centre at Wembley to cater 
also. for the surrounding district. It was 
estimated that in the first mstance some 
200 children would be catered for. He 
expressed appreciation of the aid given by 
the educational authorities of Wembley, 
and in particular by Rabbi M. Berman 
and the active local committee, which had 


“made possible the opening of the centre. 


Wembley was. an example of how: an 
active local committee, in co-operation 
the Kosher School-Meals Service, 
could establish a centre in an area where 
it was needed. | 

At Wembley, said Mr. S. A. Schiff, 
the local minister had taken things in 
hand and had produced resulis which 
could be brought about: in every. con- 
gregation, if the ministers: played their 
part. The pulpit, he maintained, had not 
been adequately used by the. ministers 
for this purpose. 


Transport for Children 


The Chief Rabbi suggested that. Mr. 
Schiff should have put the matter in this 
way: what Rabbi Berman had been able 
to do was typical of thé efforts put in 
by the ministers; But whereas he had 
been successful in. having enthusiastic 
laymen to assist him. in his endeavours. 
other. ministers had been so 
fortunate. 

A tfibute to Mr. F. Levy (the Meals 
Officer), who, he satd, had helped con- 
siderably in all the negotiations with the 
Ministry and m,other ways, was paid by. 
Rabbi Berman. They had; he added, 
arranged a system. of transport .whereby 
the children from Wembley and Kings- 
requiring transport, would be 
picked up at the schools and taken by 
coach, under proper supervision, to the 
synagogue centre, where the meal would 
be served... After the meal: they would 
be taken back coach. The cost. of 
would be a local responsibility. 

J. Cinna (Treasurer), presenting 
the financial -report, ‘said -the Service 
would now continue to run at a heavy 
deficit. in addition to which the Wembley 
Operating. in- full, would 
involve in a further ‘annual. deficit 
of £1,000. based upon the estimated 
number of 200 meals per day. .. 

Mr. Cinna paid tribute to Mr. Gerstler, 
but for: whose untiring efforts. he said. the 
Service might have had to be discontinued.

A proposal for the establishment of 
a Central Registry for Milah is being

At 
Monday's meeting. the report and 
accounts. extending. over “two years 
were and approved.
